Does his boss have to withhold 
taxes from his paychcek ? Yes, 
if he's paid at a rate of income 
which would be taxable. 
For 
example: 
An 
unmarried 
man without 
dependants 
would 
have tax taken 
out of his pay- 
heck if he makes as much as $11 
a week. 


Bosses have 
on choice 
about 
this. 
Under the law they must 
withhold a certain amount" of tax 
out of every taxable paycheck. 
This must 
be done even if it 
means that 
the 
government in 


1916 
must refund all the tax with- 
held from a person in 19-15. 
Here's an example: 
Under the law no one has to pay 


taxes if his 1945 income is under 
$500. 


But. here's Jones, an unmarried 


veteran without dependants. 
He 
takes a job Monday. 


That job pays a'bout $1.000 
a 


year, or aboutu $19.25 a week. 


In the 11 weeks between Mon- 


day and Dec. .'il Jones will earn 
about $211. That will be his total 
income from civilian employment 
in 1945. 


So the tax taken out of Jones' 


paycheck every week—that check 
is 539.25—v.'ill be about $1.80. 


At the end of 11 weeks the boss 


will have 
taken 
out 
of Jones' 


weekly paycheck a total of about 
S19.KO. 


But Jones will get. that money 


back 
In 1946 he'll have to file 


a return with 
the 
government, 


showing he should not have been 
taxed at 
all. 
The 
government 


will give him back in 1946 
the 


money taken from him in 1945. 


The reason, 
as noted, 
is this: 


Because 
Jones 
made 
less than 


S500 in 1945 
he shouldn't 
have 


been taxed. 


This may all seem like a lot of 


extra work for the. 
government. 


And it is. But 
internal 
revenue 


people—who collect taxes— 
fig- 


ure this way: 


It's simpler to collect a tax reg- 


ularly from paychecks according 
to the tax table—and then make 
a refund—than to lay down spe- 
cal rules and regulations to flt 
the different cases which bob up. 
The average war veteran is not 
taxable for money earned while in 
service. He? is exempt for the first 
51,500 of military pay—rmost ser- 
vicemen don't receive that much 
a year — and his mustering out 
pay also is exempt. 
Of the 48,000,000 million people

(AP)—Former President Herbert 
Hoover said today that this na- 
tion's "sure hope of recovery in 
the moral and spiritual world is 
the wealth of uncommon men and 
women among our people".

tive asserted, in an address pre- 
pared for the 75th 
anniversary 


celebration of Wilson College, that 
"despite this curious cult who 
erect antononisms to the uncom- 
mon man, I am confident it will 
not confuse our educational insti- 
tutions" in their development of 
leaders "in every branch of life 
from the shop foreman to the 
President". 


"Whoever this political common 


man is, r want him to have all the 
unique benefits of the American

Hoover said. 


"The only seriously objection- 


able part ot this deification of the 
common man is the implication 
that mediocrity is ai. ic'eal. that 
the uncommon man is to be dis- 
credited or discarded". Hi. told an 
assembly of educators and stu- 
dents that "one of the humors of 
sociology" is that "the most recent 
phase of the revolution in Russia 
is a frantic search for the un- 
common man".

to the Catholic University Bulletin 
of America and other church pub- 
lications. He was widely known m 
the Roman Catholic church for 
his writings, among

John and Paul's Epistles to the 
Corinthians. He was a co-founder 
of the Irish Theological Quarterly. 


He served as a papal legate at 


Melbourne to the National Euch- 
aristic Congress in 1934.

"Which road shall we take?" he 


asked. "Are we going back to the 
free system of enterpuse, leg- 
ulated by competition, or are we 
going to make, or accept, a b'g 
change in our institutions? Ate we 
going in for American planning, 
for an American version of collec- 
tivism- somewhere between com- 
munism and fasism ? Are we going 
to continue to increase the power 
of our government' Are we. the 
people, going to be the servants of 
the state, or is the state going to 
be the servant of the people? 


Leads to Dictatorship 


"If I thought the people of our 


country would be happier, more 
prosperous, as human beings m 
some form of a socialistic state, 
then I would be a socialist—but 
I am sure they would not. 


"It would be well for all of us 
to look at the issue squarely and 
to realize that any form of collec- 
tivism 
or state 
socialism must 
lead inevitably to dictatorship and 
to the loss of individual liberty. 
For 
history 
and reason clearly 
prove that there is no way to op- 
erate a socialistic society or an 
economy based on socialism with- 
out dictatorship. In such a soci- 
ety, the negative incentive of fear 
and coerccion replace the positive 
incentive of hope and ambition." 
Labor unions, too, face the fork 
in the road, he declared, stressing 
the point that 
the 
monopolistic 
power of the unions is being used 
as a too! of aggression to piomote 
industrial strife rather than to 
safeguard the rights and equities 
of workmen. The public interest is 
being completely overlooked, he 
said. The idea that a few thous- 
and truck drivers can shut off the 
gasoline supply of the people, that 
a few thousand elevator opemiois 
can keep hundreds of thousands 
from getting to their woik, that 
the stockholders and management 


of a big utility company, and its
